humous trial of the late dictator.

The walks are designed to 
help restore his muscle tone quick­ 
ly and prevent him from develop­ 
ing the overall weakness and other 
difficulties that result from pro­ 
longed confinement to bed. 
T o “Full Command” 
White House officials said the 
President definitely is in full com­ 
mand. He is expected to remain 
in the hospital about 15 days, if 
his convalescence is normal, and 
should be able to resume the “full 
duties” of the presidency in four 
to six weeks. 
The 65-year-old chief executive 
underwent the major operation in 
th e early hours of Saturday to re­ 
liev e obstruction in the small in­ 
testine which might have caused 
fata l complications if It had not 
b een bypassed.

Rule Only Workers

WASHINGTON M — The Su­ 
preme Court ruled 6-3 today that 
a federal employe can be fired as 
a security risk only if he holds a 
“sensitive” position. 
The 
decision will have 
a far- 
reaching effect on the administra­ 
tion’s 
security 
program which 
now applies to employes in non­ 
sensitive jobs, such as clerks, as 
well as those who have access to 
government secrets. 
The decision, written by Justice 
John M. Harlan, was a victory for 
Kendrick M. Cole, one-time New 
York food and drug inspector who 
was 
fired in 1954 
as a security 
risk by former Welfare Secretary 
Ovcta Culp Hobby.
